Pure Air In London Tubes. 
The objection to underground travel 
in London—that the air is impure and 
often stifling—w-ill soon be overcome 
if the plans and promises of the Cen- 
tral Railway company are carried out. I 
These plans include a system of ven­ 
tilation capable of pumping daily 80,- j 
000,000 cubic feet of ozonized air into 
the tubes and tunnels of the company. 
One plant is already in operation and 
an official of the company states that 
it will pump 400,000 cubic feet of pure 
air per hour into the station, or at 
the rate of 900 cubic feet per person. 
The air is drawn from outside 
through a filter screen, which removes 
dust and dirt and impure gases. 
A j 
part of th9 air is then highly ozonized ¡ 
by being passed over highly electri­ 
fied plates, the proportion of ozone in 
the whole being one part in 10,000,- < 
000. The air is driven by fans to the 
level of the bottom of the station, and 
tw-o-thirds of it is distributed over th^ 
platforms by ducts, with outlets at a 
height of seven feet above the plat­ 
form. 
The remainder is driven into 
the tunnel.

Paris, Jan. C.—The world’s sugar 
conference, which was held at Brus­ 
sels, adjournment being taken to Jan­ 
uary 29, is having difficulty trying to 
meet the request of Russia to bo per­ 
mitted to increase her yearly expor­ 
tation of sugar. 
Russia wishes to increase her ex 
pcrt&fcion by 200.090 tons yearly the 
International Sugar union having lim­ 
ited the possible exportation o? each 
country adhering to the conference. 
The opposition to the Russian petition 
came from Germany and Austria. 
It 
is thought likely, however. that when 
the conference reconvenes the Rus­ 
sian request will be granted, although 
thq amount authorized may be under 
300,000 tons. 
The present Interna­ 
tional Sugar union ceases to be in 
force September 1, 1913, but it ie like­ 
ly that the unon will be renewed for 
another term; that is to say, until 
1918. 
t * * 


Reropean aviation interest is now 
centered in the third annual interna 
tional aviation salon, which has just 
been inaugurated by President Fal­ 
lieres. 
The huge space of the salon 
building, with its glare of light ihid 
beautiful decoration, setting off the 
200 or m o re aeroplanes, offers an at­ 
tractive and picturesque spectacle. 
The exhibition indicates that pro­ 
gress and improvement in aeroplane 
construction have 
been 
remarkably 
rapid as regards both monoplanes and 
b(planea, but it is generally believed 
that there will be no great changes in j 
the general appearance of the aero­ 
plane in the near future. 
The races of the past year caused 
constructors to turn their attention tc 
securing increased speed. This is evi­ 
denced by the number of speedy ma­ 
chines in the exhibition. 
There is 
however, a strong tendency to build 
machines which afford a maximum of 
safety. 
It is also pointed out that 
aeroplane 
purchasers 
are insisting 
upon more comfort in the aeroplane.
